Local limited supplementat1on of this regulation is permitted but is not
required. If supplements are issued, Division Commanders will furnlsh ‘
one copy of each to CDR USACE (DAEN—ASV) and (DAEN-ASP-R), WASH DC 20314;
District Commanders will furnish required copies to appropriate Division
Commander. '

1. Purpose. To provide procedures for the maintenance of the Army
equipment asset (Motor Vehicle Inventory) reporting system and the
securing of US Army Motor Vehicle registrétion numbers,

2. Applicability. This regulation applies to all m111tary funded f1e1d
operating activities authorized to operate Non-Tactical Motor Vehicles.

4. General.

a. Appendix A of this regulation contains the instructions s
applicable to the multiple use of DA Form 2408-9 : (Equipment Control
Record). For inventory purposes, DA Form 2408-9 will be prepared and
forwarded to CDR USACE (DAEN-ASV) WASH DC 20314 within seventy-two (72)
hours of any reportable change of vehicle status., Transaction codes
applicable to these type actions are contained in Appendix A, this
regulation.

b. Semiannual Usage Reports. Prior to 1 April and 1 October of each
year, USACE(DAEN-ASV) will provide a printout consisting of all
military~owned, GSA and commercial leased vehicles assigned. The vehicle
mileage will be updated in the space provided (directly to the right of
the last posted mileage), denoting the odometer reading as of 31 March
and 30 September, as appropriate. Entries will be lined out for vehicles
no longer on hand and a completed copy of DA Form 2408-9 will be
attached, denoting disposal action. In the event vehicles are on hand
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that are not listed, the required data will be entered on the printout,
with a completed copy of DA Form 2408-9 attached for each entry. The
updated printout with attachments as appropriate, will then be returned
to CDR USACE (DAEN-ASV) WASH DC 20314 so as to arrive on or before

15 April and 15 October.

c¢. For Commercial Design vehicles (Non-Tactical), the Army
Commercial Vehicle Code (ACVC) will no longer be used. National Stock
Numbers (NSN) have been assigned. NSN are listed in column 3, Appendix
B, this regulation. Short nomenclatures will no longer be used. Refer
to ref 3b (SB 700-20) for the appropriate nomenclature. SB 700-20 is
published on microfiche semiannually, effective 1 March and 1 September. .

d. US Army Registration numbers are obtained by the procurement
activity which initially acquires Commercial design non-tactical
vehicles. However, in the event vehicles are received minus USA ,
Registration numbers, requests for same will be forwarded to CDR USACE
(DAEN-ASV), WASH DC 20314. The above procedure will be used when -
vehicles are received from other sources, e.g., DPDO, etc. USA
Registration numbers are not required for vehicles rented or leased from
commercial sources. -

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APPENDIX A
INSTRUCTIONS FOR DA FORM 2408-9

1. The following instructions are keyed to the numbered headings
contained on the Equipment Control Record, DA Form 2408~90:

a. Block 1. ORGANIZATION. Enter the name of the activity

initiating the report.

b. Block 2. LOCATION, Enter the location of the reporting
organization, city and state, territory or foreign country.

c. Block 3. UNIT IDENT CODE. Enter the Unit Identification Code of
the reporting organization from column 2, Appendix C, of this regulation.

d. Block 4. UTILIZATION CODE. Enter the appropriate Utilization
Code from the following description:

v Administrative Use Motor Vehicles (a commercial or
military designed, tactical support or special
purpose vehicle acquired or leased by the
Department of the Army as an Administrative Use
Motor Vehicle)

w A Commercial Designed Vehicle assigned for tactical

use. (A commercial design vehicle authorized by
TOE/MTOE and assigned for Tactical use).

e. Block 5. VEHICLE USE CODE. Enter the appropriate Vehicle Use
Code from the following description:

A " General Transport Administrative (GTA) includes

commerical and military designed vehicles
authorized by Administrative Vehicle Allowance.

B Government-owned, Contractor Operated. Includes
all Government-owned motor vehicles, regardless of
design or type, that are furnished Contractors by
the Department of the Army. It excludes all
Contractor-owned motor vehicles used by Government
personnel.

f. Block 6. NOMENCLATURE. Enter the short nomenclature as listed
in reference 3b.

g. -Block 7. MODEL. For commercial designed vehicles enter the line
Item Number listed in column 1, Appendix B, this regulation. For
military designed vehicles enter the model number as it appears on the
Vehicle Nomenclature Plate.

h. Block 8. NATIONAL STOCK NO. Enter the NSN for commercial ‘design
vehicles as listed in column 3, Appendix B, of this regulation. For
military design vehicles assigned to Administrative Use enter the
National Stock Number as it appears on the Vehicle Nomenclature Plate.

i. Block 9. SERIAL NO. Enter the manufacturer's serial number of
the vehicle being reported. If the item does not have a serial number,
enter the Control Number from the Equipment Log Book copy of the
Acceptance and Registration Report, DA Form 2408-9 as prepared and
furnished by the Departmental Procurement Agency.

j. Block 10. REGISTRATION NO. Enter the USA Registration number
assigned to the vehicle being reported. For motor vehicles rented or
leased from GSA Interagency Motor Pools, use the Government Tag number.
For motor vehicles rented or leased from commercial sources, use the
Government Tag number issued by USACE. Requests for Government Tags will
be forwarded to CDR USACE(DAEN-ASM-0) utilizing DD Form 1149 (Requisition
and Invoice/Shipping Document).

k. Block 11. YEAR OF MFG. Enter the four digit model year of
manufacture. Example 1982,

1. Block 12. MANUFACTURER (MFG Code). Enter the name and five-
digit code of the manufacturer, Appendix D, of this regulation.

m. Block 13. CONTRACT NO. Enter the contract number under which
the vehicle was procured from the Material Inspection and Receiving
Report, DD Form 250 or the Vehicle Nomenclature Plate.
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n. Block 14. PURCHASE ORDER NO. Leave hlank.

o. Block 15. WARRANTY PERIOD. Leave blank.

p. Block 16. TYPE REPORT. Check (¥ opposite the appropriate word
that best describes the type of report submitted. Also, under remerks
inlcude a short narrative to explain the type of report checked.

q. Block 17. REPORT CODE. The following codes are applicahle to
lire 17 a thru f:

"Corrected Copy" will be lined out and the control number of the original
from will be entered. The correct information will be entered in the
appropriate block with an explanation denoting the incorrect information
that is to be corrected at line 21, REMARKS.

r. Block 18. USAGE., Enter in block 18b MILES the current
speedometer reading for vehicles so equipped. Block 18a HOURS and '18c
ROUNDS will be left blank.

s. Block 19. SHIPPED TO. In block 19a and b list the organ1zat10n
-and Unit Identification Number the vehicle was shipped to when reportlng
a Transfer or Loss.

t. Block 20. RECEIVED FROM. In block 20a and b list the :
organization and Unit Identification Number the vehicle was received from
when reporting an Acceptance or Gain.
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u., Block 21. REMARKS. Enter any comments that would help clarify
the purpose for which the form was prepared and submitted.

v. Block 22. INSPECTOR'S SIGNATURE. Enter the name, title and
telephone number of the person USACE (DAEN-ASV) WASH DC 20314 might call
for additional information with respect to the report submitted. A
signature is not required.

w. Block 23. JULIAN DATE. Enter the four digit Julian Date the
report was prepared.

2. Dissemination of DA Form 2408-9. This multiple use, three-part form
will be distributed in the following manner:

a. NMP COPY 1. This copy will be forward to CDR USACE (DAEN-ASV)
WASH DC 20314 as indicated in paragraphs 4a and b of the basic regulation.

b. CONTROL COPY 2., This copy may be retained or destroyed.

c. LOG BOOK COPY 3.

(1) Forms prepared to report Acceptance or Gain to the Army
Inventory will be annotated "Permanent Log Book Copy" in block 21 and
retained as a permanent record in the Log Book.

(2) 1In addition to the permanent Log Book Copy only the latest
transfer report and the latest usage report will be retained in the Log
Book. Non-Permanent Log Book Copies or those void by another transaction
may be removed and destroyed.
